But it is not alono the 
enoroaohments of our ooighbors that 
have created a wide-spread feoliug of 
alarm and discontont here. It is tbo 
extraordinary ii.difFerence and apathy 
"Wilh which our demands aro treated 
by tbo Homo Goverament that have 
given just cauiio for complaint, I>}o 
attempt is made to assibt us in de- 
veloping latent rcsourcys ; no expedi- 
tion is sent cut at Grovorninoiit ex- 
ponao to explore tbo country and 
show what wo bavo to odor 
tho starving millions of tho Old 
World. Wo ar e required to " foot tho 
bill " of an expennivo Civil Lint, and 
told not to expect a penny from our 
hard-heartod mother to aid us in tbo 
discbargoof that obligation j we meet 
■with no cncQuragemonl in any shape. 
Thoro are nion in Parliumont who 
voted to unite us to tho mainland, but 
"who have not tho faintest conception 
of where we aro located. Heavy 
barlbeos aro strapped to our back. 
If we succeed in carrying thorn — if 
the country "goes ahead " and bo- 
comes popnIoDB and rich— it will bo 
said Great Britain did it, and wo shall 
hoar a grtat deal about tho latest and 
brightest gem added to the British 
Crown. But if the Colony goes down, 
involving tho colonists in coinmou 
ruin, wo shall bo told that wo are lazy 
and Bhiltless, and deserve no better 
fate. Why should tiiis Btato of Ibinga 
continue, if the Homo Government 
really ontertainn the strong atfoction 
towards the Colo nies that HOinespealc- 
cre in Parliumont pioless Why 
should a lino of policy bo per.sovored 
in that is alienating ibo atl'ectiona of 
colonists from Ureal Britain andoauSn 
iug tbem to ca-,t tbe:r oyos across tbo 
imaginary lino lliut divides them from 
their Anglo-Saxon brethren, and long 
for a " closer communion" with the 
ohildroD of u Govornment that dooB so 
muoh to foster and enoourago the 
growth of every section of its vast 
domain? Sitka baa not boon three 
'weeks in tho possession of tho Ameris 
cans — the Stars and Stripes have not 
oven boon unfurled to tho breeze on \l» 
Bhoro — ^yot wo hear already of an 
expedition being on its way out 
foom Washington to thoroughly ex- 
plore tho country and report uj);;;; its 
capabilities and ro.-ourcen. Before tlio 
Buminer has puiaeii away, we liliall 
_hcarol a territorial Governmunt Ijoinir 
formed in the jN'ortb, and a delegate 
■will pass tbrougli our city to take bis 
seat in GongresH and lay before that 
body a statement of tbo wants of the 
new star that has just risjcn in tln^ 
American tirmamont. Is it to bo won- 
dered at that wo find a groat and 
growing fooling of discontent pervad- 
ing tho publio mind when they cun- 
traat their own situation with that of 
the States and Torritorioa about t'^om ? 
Is it any wonder that a transfer of tho 
Colony to the Uni.ed States under thu 
arrangement proposed would be bailed 
vrith satisfaction by many of our 
people? Wo deeply regret that such 
is iho state of popular fouling lioro to- 
day. But what arc our people to do '/ 
Whoro aro tboy to turn lor relief!' 
Their patience and means aro ox- 
haudted, and Iboir loyalty is put lo a 
severe tost when tboy refloot that 
-while tbo rest of tho world is moving 



forward thoy arc going behind. They 
Itnow from tho oxperioiico of tbo past 
that no help nood be looked for from 
homo. Confodoration would savo us ; 
but when may wo expect its consum- 
malion? None would regret more 
deeply than oursolvos tho failure of 
British instilullona on tbo Pacific j but 
if Iho day ever arrives when tho 
British flag shall bo supplantod on 
this Island by tho Stars and Stripes, 
tbo rosponeibility will rest with tbo 
Ilomo Government, not with the 
OoioniRts. The prosout negotiations, 
wo believe, will amount to nothing. 
Groat Britain will not sell her Colo- 
nies. She migbt_; oxohango British 
Columbia, for a generous slice of tbo 
State of Maine, 'wbibh would give a 
fine seaboard to the - new Ooni'edor'- 
ation. . But the Amerioaos, on tbo 
other hand, will not part with Maino. 
So no bargain can be struck. Money 
oannot buy us at present, notwitb- 
Btanding^ we aro treated very indiffer.. 
ently, and' every day told wo aro a 
bunben and a source of continual an- 
noyance to our old mother. 



Gossiping Letter frcm San Francisco. 

[EDITORIAti O0RRESPONDBKO2.] 

San Fr&koisoo, April 12, 1867. 
The telegraph will, no doubt, have 
infornied you of tho arrival of the 

Uulifotoia. We roacheJ this at one a.m. 
yesterdiiy, uftor a very tiibagreoablo trip of 
oY<;r livo dayri, Tba first day alter wo lofl 
wo hud a liead wind, but fine weatlier ; next 
day, beaiitilul weather and light fair wind , 
iio.xl day, wind ahoad ard gradually IVoslK'iK'd 
as we };ot soutli until wu reucliud Point 
Reyes, when we oncountereJ a right down 
genuine S, E. storin ; ship acting in tho 
liveliest kind ol manner and soarcely ab|e 
to lace it ; stood oQ shore for the night add 
lay lo, not expeoliog^to get io, when a 
sadden shift to the westward helped as to 
find Ibo north Farallone light, and wo groped 
our way Into port in the dark, through thick, 
heavy rain and a terrible rolliQg sea. I was 
not siclt at all, although from being stuck 
below during the storin, I did not feel com- 
lortable. 'i'ha furnalo passengers and san)e 
of the nialo were very sick. Wts bad got 
partly accustomed to llie roll of the vessel, 
but some of the scenes presented durini; the 
heavy blow were very ludioruus, passen* 
gcra attempting to pass along (be saloon 
would be thrown and tumbled about in tbe 
most helpless manner. Tbe scene after oar 
attempt at dinner on Wednesday was rich in 
tbe extreme, and reminded rao furcit)ly ot 
tha description of what occurred on board 
the Great Eastern, wlicn sbo became un- 
manageable by the loss of her rudder. The 
steamer gave some heavier lurches than 
usual, and away went everybody out ot their 
seats against the bulkheads and back again 
with equal violence ; tho crockery ware lol- 
lowed salt, and bad a gay time, rattling from 
side lo side on tbe floor, while tba stewards 
would be seeo sailing along on the tops of 
tbem io a swimming position, their arms ex- 
tended trying to save some of tbo wreck. 
Such a thing must bo seen to be appreciated, 
although tbe bowl of tbe storm, the roaring 
of the waves, and tbe din and olatter was 
sufficient to frighten pcraons not accustomed 
to the sea. I had traveled sufficiently to be 
able lo enjoy the fun, and never laughed so 
much in niy lile. Tliero is something pecu- 
liarly provocative of mirth iu the lielpless- 
nes3 of landsmen at sea, in bad weather 
particularly, when superinduced by symp^ 
toms ol fear. Parson — didn't feel at all 
the thing, and, from bis silence, disapproved 
ofjocularity under tba oircamstances. iIow< 
ever, he is a good fellow, and didn't iotrode 
bis cloth on us at all. Well, here we all are 
at tbe Russ House, and intend leaving by 
the Sacramento on the 18ih. I'bc fVloniana 
sailed on the lOtb, and encountered the first 
part of the blow which we hud on passing 
over the bar ; passengers reported to be all 
very ill. Ttie bar gets very rough in tliia 
weather, particularly in ol)b tides, the sea 
rising lo an eiiorinoug height and breal;ing 
fonieliines right across tlie g.Uo. A sccfBiid 
blow followed last night an i this morning ; 
We hear of the pilot boat Curtis, with tour 
hands being losi; at least sbo was found 
dismasted and decks swept clean, at tbe bar, 
and aniess ber crew escaped ia the boat, 
which 18 improbable, they must have gone 
down. Tosterday, the City was in great 
state of excitement over a [irize fight, 
between Harris, of IS'ew York, an Knglisli- 
man, and Chandler, of Ualilbrnia, former 
champion of tho light weights, who lights 
lliaj^ against 130.
